great United States battleship Washington, 
has beens unk off the Virginia Capes, after 


deing subjected'to attack vy torpedocs, bombs and 
“heavy gun fire. © The ship was one of the newest, 


and most powerful yet constructed. It was of 
33,600 tons displacement, had belt armor protec- 
tlon® from fourteen to sixteen inches thick, the 
heavy guns having a protection of elghteen inches. 


The Washington was sacrificed to bring the Unit 
ed States naval strength down to the requirements 


of the Washington disarmament conference. Na- 
val experts are much, interested in the procced- 
ings. Such a target had never before becn avall- 
able for experimenting upon. _ Bombs and tor- 
edges wore fited bt’ the ship for two days. The 
proceedings were leisurely, the purpose belng to 
study the effect on the structure of the various 
missiles launched against {t. Bombs and tor- 
-pedoes were exploded around and below her hull, 
which began to admit water. Then areoplancs 
were-sent to drop ‘armor-plercing bombs on the 
deck, to test tho protection. In the end the heavy. 
guns of the battleship Texas were trained on the 
‘Washington and she disappeared beneath the wat- 
ers. Admiral Eberle, who conducted the opera- 
tions, has issued a report which does not tell much 
considerations of national defence requiring that

A LULLETIN just issued by the Citizens’ Re- 
sesreh Institute of Canada calls attention to 
the fact that in 192 the municipalities of Cana- 
da raised in taxes alone well over $175,000,000, 
and that “in 1925 this total will be greatly cx- 


ceeded.” This amount of $175,000,000, adds the 
_ bulletin, represented money taken fronr the pock- 


ets of taxpayers.to defray the cost of civic. ser- 
vices which were not borne by other revenue. 

Wht this huge sum means to the average 
fs best-indicated by pointing out that 
it representa @ per capita tax of $20, or about 
$100 for family of five. In addition to this 
load of civic taxation, there are also the province 
and Demt{hlon, which take their toll of the tax- 
Is it any wonder the tuxation 
groblem takes on such importance.

Tidal Stream Under “The Bank’? 


J-Architects® and . cngineers of. new 
bulldings | under ; construction near 
the Bank of England are belng caused 
much. trouble by the hidden River 


Watbrook, which, though covered over 
and forgotten in the ‘16th- century} 
still flows. It pours ‘into ‘excavations 
and has to be pumped out. The 
deep basements of new buildings near 
It have to be watertight tanks. Mr. 
F. W, Troupe, who, with» Mr.‘ Herbert 
Barker, is architect of the new Bank 
buildings, told a reporter: “The 
course of the Walbrook {s right un- 
der the Bank of England, and ‘may 
pans trouble when the new building 
erected. 


Is Cause of Mach Trouble There 


“Until the excavations ire carried 
out we shall not know whether it is 
dammed or not. ‘The Walbrook was 
a tidal river—belng apparently 30 to 
40 fect wide at high tide-and it is 
still tidal, 

“The weter s ebetates up the bed 
gradually, and high tide of the Wal- 
brook at Cheapside is probably about 
two hours later than in the Thames. 
There may possibly even be a high 
tide and low tide of the river under 
the Bank of England itself, 


“The river {s about 30 feet beneath: 


the level of the ground at the Bank. 
When the new bank {8 constructed it 
may: be advisable to run. the stream 
through plpes.”

22 —Cross-ek- 
amined by D. L. dMeCarthy, K. C., 
special crown — prosecutor, R.P. 
Gough, director of the Home Bank 
of Canada, whd is on. trial before 
Senfor, County Judge. Coatsworth, 
charged -with making: and concyr- 
ting in false statements of the. bank 
affairs, testified this morning’ that 
the true condition | of the institution's 's 
finances were not known to the di- 
rectors before August 7,1923, short- 
ly before tho suspension of the bank 
was announced. During the course 
of cross-examination, much of the 
inside history. of the bank was dis- 
closed by Gough. He stated that at 
a meeting of the board in August, 
1923, A. E. Calvert, at that time ac- 
ting general» mansger made a state- 
ment, at the same time declaring 
that the bank was hopelessly insol- 
yent, . The disclosure came as a dl- 
rect shock to the directors, declar- 
ed Gough. ; 

The witness testified that the late 
H. J. Daly, president of the bank, 
had tried to prevent Calvert from 
making the statement but it was fn- 
sisted upon. Afterwards Mr. Daly 
stated that he had known the true 
condition of the.‘bank for a year 
and a half and ‘had kept it from the 
directors. Mr. Dally said az a meet- 
ing that hoe accepted full responsib- 
ily. Mr. “McCarthy © took Mr. 
Gough through the minutes of the 
bank, querying various items. The 
witness admitted he had never ask- 
ed for an .inspector’s report on the 
affairs of the’ bank.
